$4.10 a thousand. 
The 
reason for the raise, according to the 
members of the tobacco trust, is tbe 
new internal revenue law, which has 
increased the government tax. 
Tbe retail dealers &ay they cannot 
afford to sell cigarettes any longer at 
cents a package if the new wholesale 
>rioe is made permanent. 
There has 
not been much money for the retailer 
in the trade for many years. 
At the 
old prices he has only made $1.12 on 
every hundred packages he has sold, 
and if he continues the established 
retail prices he will in the future only 
make 90 cants a hundred packages 
Out of this small profit must come 
money enough to pay the annus 
ieee se fee of $100, and for the smaller 
dealers it has been almost impossible 
to make both ends meet at those fig 
uree.

in extent to the state of Iowa.

exist in some parts of the country large 
der'' -is of iron contiguous to the coal 
fields. But as yet the economic condi­ 
tions have not favored the develop­ 
ment of that industry. 
Lead, silver, 
cinnabar, tin and other metals are also 
found in many parts of the country,

That visit determined the location of 
his residence. Returning to Boston he 
sold out his business Interests, and 
with a pile of ready money, amount­ 
ing to about $75,000, he came, in 1869,
